H e knew the ex­ 
act am ount of money sent to the Irish 
brotherhood from America, compared notes 
with emissaries returning from Ireland, 
found a screw loose in the financial depart­ 
m ent of the triangle, and th en .it is claimed, 
said so openly. 


W HEN LAST HEARD OF 
M clnerny registered at Trainer’s Hotel, at 
Sixth Avenue and Thirty-third street, on 
the night of A pril 6th, having just finished 
being an inm ate of the French Hotel, 
W hat particular day he left the hotel the 
manager could not tell. The books showed 
his room was occupied by another person 
on A pril 19th. 
M clnerny m ust have gone 
that m orning or the day before. No one 
in the hotel could give any inform ation 
about him, and he had not left word for his 
letters to be sent anywhere. 
One of his closest friends, a business 
m an residing in Brooklyn, odert-d him the 
hospitality of his home, and wished him 
to try and build up a practice in his neigh­ 
borhood. It bad been arranged that oil 
Sunday, April 21st, M clnerny should dine 
with his friend at the latter’s home in 
Brooklyn. On Saturday the friend received 
a letter saying that lie was going to Ne­ 
braska, but would return to lake advant­ 
age of his friend's offer and hang out his 
shingle. 
A MYSTERIOUS M ISSIVE. 
At the Catholic Protectory a letter came 
to the house on June 10th addressed “Dr. 
M clnerny.” The first name was om itted 
and M clnerny was spelled incorrectly. 
The envelope, which had a deep m ourning 
border, was postmarked “London, E. C , 
May 31st.” A friend of the doctor’s opened 
the envelope and 
found the following 
strange communication; 
Iknr Myte*: I know you w ill be sorry to hear 
of m y trouble. H ere I am , a widow after three 
m onths. My husband was ill only three days. 
He caught chills, and congestion" oí th e liver 
and lnngs set in. If you w ere to see m e you 
would not know me. I was thin enough before, 
hut to see me dressed In crepe I look like a 
shadow. I hope th at your health is good and 
th a t you are getting on all right. W ith kind 
regards, I am yours ever sincerely.

I d o n 't like to sign the old nam e, as you 
m ight not like it.; 


A MEMORIAM CARD. 
This letter was written evidently by a ) 
m an trying to im itate the angulaf English 
female hand. 
Inclosed was an “In memo- 
riam ” card, with a verse on one page and 1 
on the opposite “In loving rem embrance of 
Edward Barnell, died May 23,1889, aged 69 
years. 
Interred in Q uainton.” 
Friends of M clnerny claim this is the 
Cronin scheme over again, with a woman 
in the case, and look upon it as proof that 
M clnerny has been killed by the inner cir­ 
cle, and, being dead, they are trying to 
blacken his character. 


A MYSTERIOUS TELEGRAM. 
Just before M clnerny disappeared he re­ 
ceived a telegram from Omaha, which ran 
like th is ; 
A good position aw aits you here. Come on 
at once or you w ill lose it. 
It is possible the telegram lured Mc­ 
lnerny to his death at Omaha. 
It is 
claimed that four men had been doomed 
to death—Dr. Cronin, Dr. M clnerny, Dr. 
McOahey of Philadelphia and John Devov. 
There is evidence to show that traps have 
been laid for McCahey in Philadelphia just 
like those that at first failed with Cronin, 
but unforeseen circumstances always hap­ 
pened to cause the plots to fail. Devoy has 
been openly threatened and men have 
watched his movements.

in April and May. 
W inter wheat arrived 
at the harvesting stage in good condition 
and with good prospects of a large per 
cent, of “ No. 1 hard.” 
There is little change in the acreage ex­ 
cept in Kansas, where there is an increase 
of about 25 per cent., and in Missouri and 
Illinois, where there has been a consider­ 
able falling off in the area devoted to w in­ 
ter wheat. 
The condition of the crop at the tim e of 
harvest, as compared with last year, is as 
follows: Illinois, 115 per cent; Michigan, 
120; Kentucky, 105; Kansas, 110; In ­ 
diana, 125; Ohio, 125; Missouri. 130.

A n Im p u d en t R eq u est. 
[San Francisco Bulletin.] 
If the Canadian Pacific does not succeed 
in its attacks upon American commerce it 
will not be for want of shrewdness and au­ 
dacity. It now appears, from an interview 
with Solicitor ot the Treasury Hepburn, 
tnat its application for permission to trans­ 
port goods in bond to and from the United 
States covers more ground even than was 
first supposed. It asks authority "to trans­ 
port goods from any port or point in the 
United Stales to any other port or point in 
the United States, through the Dominion ot 
Canada, by railway or by vessel.” 
To grant this application would be to ad­ 
m it the Canadian Pacific to a large share of 
that coasting trade which we have so jeal­ 
ously guarded. 
It would open the whole 
of the immense commerce between Amer­ 
ican ports on the great lakes. Canadian 
Pacific steamers could trade freely between 
D uluth, Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit, Cleve­ 
land, Buffalo, etc., by so shaping their 
course as to ru n a few fathoms across the 
line. In passing from Lake Superior to 
H uron and from H uron to Erie it would 
not take them a ship’s leDgth out of their 
course. Some partial idea of the im port­ 
ance of the trade sought may be gathered 
from ihe fact that the tonnage passing an­ 
nually through the Sault Stc. Marie Canal, 
which connects Lake Superior with the 
other lakes, is greater than than going 
through the Suez Canal. The tonnage pass­ 
ing m e Straits of Mackinaw and the De­ 
troit river, which does not have anything 
to do with Lake Superior, would be still 
greater. 
The Pacific Coast is intim ately interested 
in this proposition. 
It would open the en­ 
tire coasting trade between Puget Sound 
and San Francisco to the Canadian Pacific 
vessels. It would not take them a cable’s 
length out of their most direct course up 
or down the Straits of Fuca to cut off a 
corner of Dominion territory. They could 
even take the Alaska trade iu like m anner 
if considered worm while, which w ill be 
the case some day if not now. 
In view of 
the future development of the Northwest, 
the Pacific coast cannot view this prospect 
with equanim ity. The coasting trade is 
not only valuable in itself, but it is a nur­ 
sery for seamen which has before now 
proved its value in case of need. 
It would 
be bad enough to adm it foreign ships to 
participation in this trade on equal terms. 
It would be much worse to subject our own 
people to ihe competition ot a company 
subsidized by foreign Governments. There 
is little danger that the Government will 
grant this request of the Canadian Pacific 
It is too im pudent for respectful consid­ 
eration. 


Shoemakers may not know it, but for a 
line of slippers it’s hard to beat banana 
skin9.— Troy (S .

Major McArthur, was born in Massachu­ 
setts, July 2, 1845. and entered the volun­ 
teer services as First Lieuteuant in the 
Twenty-fourth Regiment Wisconsin In ­ 
fantry, August 4. 1862. 
H e was promoted 
Major January 25, 1864, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel May 18, 1865, and mustered out 
June 10, 1865. 
H e was brevetted Lien- 
tenant-Oolonel of volunteers March 13. 
1805, for gallant and meritorious services 
in tfie battles of Perrysville, Ky.. Stone 
River, Missionary Iiidge aud Daadridge, 
Tenn., and Colonel of the same “ for gal­ 
lantry and meritorious service in the battle 
of Franklin and in the A tlanta campaign.” 
He was appointed Second Lieutenant in 
the Seventeenth Regular Infantry, Feb­ 
ruary 23, 1SH6, and promoted the same 
day to 
First Lieutenant. 
Ho was ap­ 
pointed Captain July 28. 1806 
Major 
M cArthur’s record during the war was an 
exceptionally 
brilliant 
one, 
he 
re­ 
ceiving special 
mention in orders 
for 
the exhibition ot conspicuous gallantry 
and daring. 
At Missionary Ridge, wheii 
the coior-bearer was disabled, he seized tne 
colors and carried the flag in front of the 
regiment, cheering the men to follow him 
up the ridge. At the battle of Franklin he 
received two severe wounds. 
When in 
command of the regiment he retook some 
Union batteries, eight guns, at tire very 
m om ent the enemy was about to turn 
them UDon the Union forces and captured 
ten battle-flags and 400 prisoners; all this 
when he was nineteen years of age. This 
appointm ent can but be received favorably 
by the arm y, which will at once recognize 
the reasons actuating the President iu ¡link­ 
ing it.

T h e Shah of Persia is about to visit 
England and all royalty and aristocracy 
will how before him and hold its stomach 
against revolt at his beastly and disgust­ 
ing habits. 
Buckingham Palace is being 
fitted for his reception, and when he leaves 
it will have to be gutted and refurnished 
to get the stench of the royal blackguard 
out of it. 
W hy should so intelligent a 
people as the English submit to the inflic­ 
tion of this visit by a murderer, a man 
who defies civilization and scorns the ordi­ 
nary decenies of life ; a fellow who apes 
the rank of Xerxes and drfgs the ermine 
of that monarch in the slime of a de­ 
graded and beastly court ? 
England in­ 
sults civilization when she honors this 
brute simply because he is a ruler. 
Re­ 
fusal to receive him would probably make 
him a fast ally of Russia, but what a price 
it is to pay for friendship of the national 
order—doing obeisance to one who is prac­ 
tically an outlaw from civilization because 
of his cruelties to his people, his inhu­ 
manity, his brutal treatment of his hosts, 
and his boorish manners. 


T h e San Francisco Bulletin thinks that 
if the Canadian Pacific Railway does not 
succeed in its project to sap and mine the 
American roads, it will not be for want of 
shrewdness and audacity. 
Yet it may be, 
for it is possible that the road named will 
succeed through our stupidity, liberality 
and biundering, rather than by any special 
shrewdness on its part. The road now asks 
the Washington authorities to permit it to 
transjiort goods from any port or place in 
the United States to any other port or 
place in the United States through the 
territory of the Canadas, either by rail or 
•cater. 
This is audacious, as our contem­ 
porary weil suggests. 
But we are very- 
glad that it has made the demand, for 
such impudence will serve the sooner to 
rouse our people to the absolute necessity 
of protecting home traffic and carrier in­ 
terests, against the aggressions of the Eng­ 
lish sponge. 


B e c a u se Bob Younger is dying in the 
Missouri Penitentiary, they are asking the

Suppose he is 
d yin g; that is what he was put there for, 
if he happened to reach his life’s limit lie- 
fore his term of imprisonment expired. 
This idea of pardoning criminals because 
they sink under confinement, has a great 
deal to do with the unhealthfulness of our 
prisons. 
It is strange that somehow when 
a desperate character in prison exhausts all 
other means of escape he begins to die. 
The right thing to do is to leave him to 
the full expiation of his crime. 
For the 
abandoned criminal, death in prison is not 
an inappropriate ending. 


T h e new movementin the United States 
array—new compared to the barrack idle­ 
ness of preceding years—to exercise the 
regular troops each summer in camp and 
field life, must lie productive of improve­ 
ment in the service of a very decided 
character. 
It will tend to impress the 
men with a due sense of the importance of 
their trusts ; it will have the effect to en­ 
courage a better class of enlistments, to 
jK-rfect the men in the duties of camp 
life; to inspire among the people greater 
respect for the disciplinary methods of 
the army and to bring the force into more 
general notice and criticism. 


T h e story of the New York Herald is 
that another Irish agitator is missing, and 
the Herald suggests that the Clan-na-Gael 
may know something of the matter. 
It 
said that he was a trusted agent of the 
revolutionary societies; that he one day- 
received a summons to come from New 
York to Omaha, since which time he has 
not been heard of, though diligent search 
has been made for him. 
H e was a Dr. 
Mclnerny, and was a medium of communi­ 
cation between the “ Triangle” in Chicago 
and the extremist revolutionists in the 
old country. 
He was general agent for 
the Clan-na-Gael—and of all men best in­ 
formed of the receipts and disbursements 
and the secret workings of the organiza­ 
tion. 
Of course, until it can be shown 
that he was “ done away with,” the as­ 
sumption that he is dead or was murdered 
is rather violent. 
But in the present 
nervous state of the public mind, due to 
the Cronin inquiry, the mere charge that 
there is a mystery in the disappearance of 
the man reflects upon the Clan-na-Gael, 
and should energize the organization to 
find the man or successfully account for 
his disappearance. 
John Devoy says that 
he believes Mclnerny has been killed; 
that search has been made for him by his 
friends in Ireland and in America without 
avail; that if he were alive he would cer­ 
tainly be heard from when the whole 
country is ringing with the Cronin mur­ 
der scandal. 
Devoy asserts that the “ In­ 
ner Circle ” decreed the death of four men, 
Cronin, Mclnerny, McCahev and himself, 
and he believes that two of them have 
been put out of the way in accordance 
with that decree. 


T h e demand of the ago is for short 
editorials. 
Yet it is undeniable tbat the 
short editorial is in seven cases out of 
ten dogmatic, and does not, because it can­ 
not with brevity present a topic, state the 
issues regarding it, and give the reasons 
for reaching a conclusion. 
It is an age of 
rush, and the demand for the short news­ 
paper article simply reflects that fact. The 
curt paragraphi.-t is doing more than any 
other influence to destroy the thinking 
habit, and the short editorial is in danger 
of becoming the work of the paragraphist. 


G e n e r a l business activity is evidenced 
by- the fact that lor the week ending June 
tilth, of the thirty-seven lea ling banks of 
the Eastern cities everyone reported a 
gain of over .‘10 per cent, on making their 
clearings, over the corresponding week for 
18SS; sixteen of them reiw ted the gain 
to exceed 20 per cent.

Our enterprising and energetic contem­ 
porary, the Evening Bee, entered upon its 
sixty-sixth volum e yesterday.

W iseman, E. S. Green, T. J. Enright, Wm. 
M cLaughlin. George Egan, Steve Lang and 
John Z. Martin. 
The price paid by the syndicate for the 
team was $1,000. 
The new owners of the club will meet 
this afternoon at 1008 Fourth street and 
elect a Manager for the team, a President 
and other necessary officers. Steve LaDg 
is spoken of as being the probable choice 
for Manager and Mr. H untoon for Presi­ 
dent. 
There will be few changes in the general 
make-up of the team for the present. 
Charlie Gagus, second baseman of the 
Haverlys of last year,will in all probability 
be sent for and made Captain of the re­ 
organized Sacramentos. 
Billy McLaugh­ 
lin, the catcher, will go behind the bat 
again, as well as being a stockholder in the 
club. 
Mr. Gamble, one of the new owners, 
stated last night that under the new ad­ 
m inistration the Sacramentos would issue 
a new challenge for the pennant. 
“ We 
are going in to play good ball,” he said, 
“and you can rest assured that the people 
will in future get their m oney’s worth. 
W ith ten bosses the players will be made 
to understand that they have to play ball. 
This is the greatest baseball town on the 
coast outside of San Francisco, and all the 
people want is good ball. 
Now, th at’s just 
what we are going to give them . Just wait 
and see.” 
The make-up of the team for tbe Fourth 
of July games in this city and Stockton 
will rem ain the same as arranged by the 
late managers. Burke and Roxburg will 
form the battery at Stockton in the m orn­ 
ing, while Zeigler and K rehm eyer will do 
the honors in the afternoon at Snowflake 
Park. 
There were some rum ors that trouble 
would be met with from the managers of 
the other League teams, but these, it ap­ 
pears, are without foundation. 
Messrs. 
Gillis and George sold their franchise to 
the syndicate just as they would have sold 
any other article of personal property had 
they so desired. This they had a perfect 
right to do, and there can be no question 
abont the legality of the proceeding. 
Mr. Gillis, one of the late managers, wore 
a happy sm ile last night. 
“It’s a great 
weight off of our shoulders,” he said, “and 
a tim ely relief. 
W hen Mr. George and 
myself went into the baseball, at the be­ 
ginning of the season, we were both green 
at the business and had no idea of the vast 
am ount of labor and responsibility at­ 
tached to the matter. 
Both of us thought 
we could attend to the baseball business 
easily, and at the same tim e carry on our 
own private business 
without interrup­ 
tion. But we were badly mistaken. W hy 
you have no idea of the thousand and one 
little details that have to be attended to— 
the worry about recalcitrant players, the 
looking for new ones, and, above all, to 
give good exhibitions. We were simply 
swamped, our private affairs had to be 
neglected and still we could not give the 
team the attention it required. 
For my 
part I am heartily glad I am out. of it. Tbe 
new owners of the team are all good men. 
and of the kind that can handle ball 
players. I hope they will prove more suc­ 
cessful than I was. Mr. Huntoon, one of the 
new owners, is well up in baseball m a'ters, 
having managed teams before, and would 
m ake an excellent President of the Associ­ 
ation, and representative director in the 
League.”

THE CENTRAL STREET RAILWAY COM­ 
PANY'S MOTIVE POWER. 


•trong Demand th at the Company be 
Allowed to Use Horses—Official Re­ 
ports—W asting W ater. 


The Board of City Trustees met in regu­ 
lar session yesterday m orniD gat 10 o’clock. 
Present—Mayor Gregory and Trustees Mc­ 
Laughlin and Wolf. 
Chief Engineer E. 
H . W illiams, of the W’ater W orks, re­ 
ported that for the week ending June 30th 
35,955,000 gallons of 
water had 
been 
pum ped, the Stevens engine working 71 
hours and the Holly 139 hours. 


O FFICIA L B E roR T S. 
George A. Putnam , City Collector, sub­ 
m itted a statem ent to the Board showing 
the am ount of city licenses sold for the 
quarter ending June 30th. The sum was 
$7,013. 
Chief of Police Lee reported that for the 
m onth of June 291 arrests were made; 
lodgers accommodated, 36; meals furnished’ 
I,009; cash on hand at last report, $20, re­ 
ceived during the m onth, $8 70; paid out 
during the m onth, $7 50; balance on hand 
July ls t,$ l 20. 
N. A. Kidder, Harborm aster, reported a 
total collection of $162 50 for the m onth of 
June. 
V. J. Gregory, Clerk of the W ater W orks, 
reported that for the past m onth he had 
collected for water rates $15,952 75, and for 
taps $382. Total, $16 334 75. 
R. W. Parker, Superintendent of the City 
Cemetery, reported as follows: 
Num ber of 
deaths in the city for the past m onth, 30; 
still-born, 2; brought here for interm ent, 
13; total num ber interred, 45. 
The inter­ 
m ents were made as follows : 
City Ceme­ 
tery, 27 ; New Helvetia, 8; St. Joseph’s, 7. 
One body was sent to San Francisco, one to 
Mormon Island and one to Forest H ill. 
Collected for sale of lots, $519 45; perm its, 
$68; exhum ation, $10. Total, $597 45. 
P. O’Neil, the new Poundmaster, re­ 
ported having im pounded nine horses and 
eight cows. All of the anim als weie re­ 
deemed. 
H e had collected $25. 


CENTRAL-STBEET RAILWAY MATTEBS. 
Mayor Gregory then took up the pro­ 
posed franchise which the Central Street 
Railway Company had offered at a previous 
meeting, the m ain object of which was to 
allow that company to run their cars by 
horse or m ule power until they saw fit to 
use electricity; also, to allow them a road 
on N ineteenth street, from J to G. 
After the proposed franchise was read the 
second time, R. T. Devlin presented a peti­ 
tion to the Board, asking them to allow the 
company to use horse power, instead of 
electricity, as per its petition. The request 
was backed by alm ost all of the property- 
ownere on J street, as far as the road runs 
on that street, and also by a large num ber 
of contributors. Mr. Devlin addressed the 
Board at some length on the subject. H e 
declared that the electro-motor system had 
failed utterly 
since 
the company had 
agreed to operate the road by that system. 
They were desirous of serving the public 
in the best m anner possible, and were will­ 
ing to expend $50,000 more to extend the 
road and provide an efficient system. If 
the com pany were not allowed to have the 
franchise altered, it would be forced to lay 
off its horses at the end of a year and run 
the one electric car in order to hold the 
present franchise. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he would not 
vote for the new franchise unless every 
subscriber to the road signed a petition 
asking that the Central Company be al­ 
lowed the right to operate their road by 
horse or m ule power, instead of by elec­ 
tricity. 
Senator F . R. Dray spoke in favor of the 
Board’s granting the new company what 
they petitioned for. It was for the public 
good and it was no m ore than right that 
they should be placed on an equal footing 
s w ith other railway companies. 
Frank Miller said he was a subscriber to 
the road to the extent of $800, and wanted 
to see it operated. H e was in favor of 
allowing the company to use horses, and 
thought the request made by it was em i­ 
nently fair and just to all. 
B. U. Steinman, who is President of the 
Gas and Electric Light Companies, said his 
company bad a three m onths’ option on 
the purchase of the right to use the motor 
employed on the electric car, but allowed it 
to lapse because the system was regarded 
as a failure. If the railroad people under­ 
took toruu their cars by electricity the Elec­ 
tric Light Company would soon own the 
road. 
T. B. H all thought the officers of the 
Central 
Street Railway Company had 
shown 
great enterprise 
in 
attem pt­ 
ing 
to 
opera’e 
an 
electric 
road, 
although 
the 
experim ent 
had 
cost 
them 
dearly. 
The situation now lay 
between having an efficient horse system 
or none. 
The excellence of the present service was 
testified to by Messrs. George Licbthardt 
and W. C. Farnsworth, residents of M 
street, who said that property-owners out 
that w»v wanted the company to have the 
privilege of using horses. 
W. R. Strong regarded the request as so 
fair and business-like that it was a waste 
of tim e to argue in its favor. 
Mr. Alsip declared that his company had 
lost more money in experimenting with 
electricity than it would receive from all its 
subscriptions. I’m to the present tim e elec­ 
tricity has proven a failure as a railroad 
motive power. 
A road has just been 
abandoned in W heeling, Va., after an ex­ 
penditure of $100,000. The San Jose elec­ 
tric m otor road has absolutely ruined its 
founder. 
If the Board granted the fran­ 
chise asked for, the company would give 
any bond required that the road out J 
street to Twenty-eighth and along Twenty- 
eighth to M, also the branch on Nineteenth 
street, from J to G, shouid be completed 
within 90 days from date, and all of it op­ 
erated every day in the year thereafter. 
The Board could place any restrictions in 
the franchise it saw tit. 
MayorGregory stated that he was prepared 
to vote in favor of the company’s request 
A year ago he would not have done so, but 
be had lately investigated the electric motor 
system for cars, and was convinced that it 
was a failure. 
Trustee W olf said he had not learned u n ­ 
til then of the failure of electricity as at 
present utilized for running cars. The 
company had not before admitted that fact, 
and he wanted tim e to look into the m at­ 
ter. 
H e moved that the m atter b elaid 
over a week, and it was so ordered. 


TH E rOCNDM ASTEB WAS BIG HT. 
Agustus B randt made a com plaint to the 
Board that the Poundm aster 
had im ­ 
pounded a cow belonging to him , when he 
thought the officer had no right to do so. 
Asked as to the length of the rope by which 
the cow w«s tied, he said it was about 
t wenty-live feet. As the law lim its the length 
of the tether in such cases to four feet, the 
Poundm aster had only done his duty. 
However, as Brandt is poor and was not 
fam iliar with the law, the Board made an 
order restoring to him the cow. 


WASTING WATER. 
The m atter of the street sprinklers using 
water during the progress of tires was 
brought up. and it was decided that the 
very next one caught in the act would be 
immediately arrested and punished. 
Mayor Gregory said be had been informed 
that one of tbe street hydrants on Four­ 
teenth street, between I and J, was about 
half open and the water deluging tbe 
street around that vicinity, and he believed 
the contractor in that district should be 
brought before the Board and fined. 


SIDEWALK CITRBINO. 
H enry W ittpen asked permission to have 
the curbing of the alleys between I and J, 
Tenth and Twelfth streets, set two feet 
farther out, so that a sidewalk could be 
put in. 
The request was referred to the 
Street Commissioners. 
A financial report of tbe Sacramento

Gerrish, Secretary.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At the meeting of tbe Board in the 
afternoon, the Buffalo Brewing Company 
was given permission to build stone steps 
in from of tbe new brewery at Twenty- 
first and Q streets, to extend four feet out 
on tl’ » sidewalk. 
The City Expert was ordered to arrange 
a synopsis of tbe work he has done np to 
the present time and subm it a report next 
Monday. 
STREETS AND SIDEWALKS. 
The sidewalk around the St. Joseph’s 
Academy block, between P and G, Eighth 
and N inth streets, was declared dangerous, 
and tbe owners of the property will be in­ 
structed to repair it. 
A resolution of intention was pissed for 
grading and im proving Fourteenth street, 
from E to F. 
A petition for a sidewalk on both sides of 
Fourteenth street, from P to Q, was re­ 


ferred to the Street Commissioner. 
Mayor 
Gregory and Trustee W olf cited instances 
where sioewalks had been ordered built 
but nothing had been done by the prop- 
erty-owners toward complying with the 
order. The Surveyor was ordered to look 
after these parties and see that they did 
their dutv. 
The present lim its w ithin which only 
stone walks can be constructed—namely, 
from Front to Tenth and from the alley 
between I and J to the alley between K 
and L—were extended out to Twentieth on 
the east and from Q on the south to E on 
the north. However, inside of these new 
limits, certain concessions may be made to 
the property-owners. People will not be 
allowed to order stone walks built before 
tbe Surveyor gives them tbe proper hight, 
width, etc.

ASSISTED^ EMIGRANTS. 


Invalids Dumped in Upon Sacram ento— | 
A Specimen Cane. 
There arrived in this city on Sunday, 
from Oregon, an elderly lady named Mrs. 
E. F. Brawley. who took a room at the 
W estern Hotel. 
During the night she 
rang for one qf the employes, and informed 
him that there were persons in the adjoin­ 
ing room talking about her. She said that 
"all along the line,” on her way down, she 
had heard people talking about her, and 
sbe was not only annoyed, but alarmed. 
She wanted another room, but instead was 
conducted to tbe sitting-room, and turned 
over to the police on suspicion of insanity. 
Later in the day she was examined by Drs. 
C. B. Nichols and G. L. Simmons before 
Judge Van Fleet, and committed to Stock­ 
ton. Sbe said she had friends in Boulder, 
Col.; Phoenix, Or.; Maxwell, Colusa county, 
and one or two in Sacramento, whom she 
had not been able to see, but that one fam ­ 
ily named Tade, in which she was ac­ 
quainted, resided on Tenth street when she 
was here several years ago. 
[A family of 
that nam e reside at 817 Tenth street.] 
She said she knew she was nervous and 
timid, from loss of sleep caused by neural­ 
gia, and was perhaps unduly excitable, but 
insisted that she would be all right if she 
could have a quiet, comfortable home. She 
related m inutely incidents of her life for 
several years past, aud her m ind seemed 
clear on all points except that some m ys­ 
terious persons were talking about her. In 
her answers to questions she gave evidence 
of being well educated, expressing herself 
in excellent language. 
If she has relatives 
or friends who would give her the comtorts 
of a home, she m ight soon recover com­ 
plete m ental equilibrium . 
This unfortunate woman is w hat might 
be termed an "assisted em igrant.” 
Parties 
in Oregon gave her money to enable her to 
reach Shasta, and the Shasta hospital au­ 
thorities gave her money to help her along 
to Colusa county, and there she was given 
further assistance to reach Sacramento. 
That is how this city and county has so 
m any invalids to provide for who do not 
belong here, but are "assisted” hither by the 
authorities of other counties. There should 
be a State hospital erected here tor the care 
of this class of unfortunates.

Babcock, Jr., from New Y ork, where he 
went two m onths since, 6n business con­ 
nected with a large enterprise here, is the 
principal local event of the day. 
Babcock 
sent the first news of the intention of the 
Peninsula a»d OrienR-1 steam ships to visit 
this port. 
W hen asked as to the present 
status ot the deal, he said: " I telegraphed 
back almost the exact words used by Vice­ 
President C. \V. Smith, who gave me the 
inform ation. 
H e told m e that arrange­ 
ments were practically completed and th at 
it was im portant that San Diego be made a 
port of im m ediate delivery us early as 
possible. 
I saw Mr. Baring and Peabody 
of the Saa.ta Ke, and they lee! that such an 
arrangem ent would be one of the best 
things that could happen the Santa Fe.” 
” W hat do you now understand to be the 
status of the negotiation ?” 
“ I have been cautioned to be careful 
w hat J say about this business, but am in 
formed semi-official I y that negotiations are 
progressing favorably, and 1 feel confident 
m yself that we will get the steamers 
though they m ay not arrive as early as we 
had hoped.” 
W h ileE art Babcock negotiated the sale 
of the ■San Diego W ater Work to an Eng­ 
lish syndicate that controls Lower Califor­ 
nia. 
Speaking of the peninsula development 
he said 
‘The English mean business in 
Lower California, and a line of railroad 
will be built to the Almo gold country 
B ut the people must not get in too much of 
a burry. These Englishmen have untold 
m illions and they work slowly, but they 
w ill surely accomplish in the end w hat 
they have undertaken.”

Sentim ent Apiinvl the M anage­ 
ment of Its W ater Supply. 


N e v a d a , July 1st.—The owner of the 
city water-works last night notified the 
City Trustees that she would this m orning 
quit buying water from the South Yuba 
Company, because of the action of the 
Trustees in reducing rates to a point where 
she claims she cannot m ake a profit. The 
reservoirs hold euough to last the city two 
weeks, if none is used for irrigating or fire 
purposes. They were left fnl! this m orn­ 
ing. but no water is now running in. 
The Trustees at a meeting Friday' night 
adopted a resolution pledging not to inter­ 
fere officially or otherwise with the collec­ 
tion ot the old rates, but as the ordinance 
reducing them went into effect to-day the 
owner is advised she would forfeit her 
property and otherrights should she collect 
any but the new rates. 
it is believed that the m atter will be sat­ 
isfactorily settled within a day or two, as 
the Trustees are willing to m ake a reasona­ 
ble concession. Public sentim ent against 
the managem ent of the water-works is 
very bitter, while m any of the citizens 
blam e the Trustees for getting the city into 
such a scrape and not providing any means 
of escape when they' were notified last 
February that the water should be shut off 
to-day if rates were reduced. 
It is a game of blutf and the city has the 
worst of it so far. 


N evada, July 1st.—The Trustees met to­ 
day and rescinded the ordinance reducing 
the city water rates. This being satisfac­ 
tory’ to the owner of the works, water has 
oeen turned on again. An election will be 
held on the 22d lust, to vote on issuing 
$30,000 bonds to buy the works or construct 
new ones.

A S T R O N O M IC A L . 


D e s c rip tio n o f th e N ew ly P o u n d C o m et — 
Its D ista n c e am i D ire c tio n . 
L ic e O bser v a to r y, July 1st.—Professor 
Holden furnishes 
the 
follow ing: 
Mr. 
Leuscbner, student in the observatory, has 
computed the orbit of the comet discovered 
here on June 23d by Mr. Barnard. H e finds 
that this faint comet was already past its 
perihelion when it was discovered. It was 
nearest to the sun on June 29th. 
If the 
brightness of the comet on June 23d be taken 
as 100, its brightness on June 2Hth was 
92, and on July 12th it will be only 70, so 
that this comet, like so m any others, will 
never become visible to the naked eye. 
C n Ju n e 23d the comet was 102,000 000 
miles from the sun (the earth’s distance is 
about 93,090,000), and at same distance 
from the eartn on July 12th its distance 
from the sun will be increased to 107,000,000 
miles, and from the earth to 114,000,000 
miles. 
Its positions are : July 7th, right ascen- 
síod, 2 hours 24 m inutes north: declina­ 
tion, 
11'. July 11th, right ascension, 2 
hours 43 m inttes north; declination,4t>°27'. 
The comet ie too faint to allow the use of 
the spectroscope to analyze its light, so that 
alm ost its whole history is as given above. 
I learn by a telegram from Cambridge, 
Mass., that the comet had not been seen at 
ail in the East up to June 30th, on account 
of the cloudy weather, whereas we have 
been atle to observe it regularly here ow­ 
ing to the unbroken good weather.

H e reviewed 
the Protestant movement and said : 
“ United relations being finally decided 
on by the leaders of the French-Canadian 
party, the next step was to organize. 


A KNOTTY PROBLEM. 
“How to do this without exciting greater 
uproar in the Protestant camp and without 
bringing down the censure of the church 
was ihe knotty problem the leaders were 
called on to solve. 
Like a Hash it dawned 
on them that the fete of St. Jean Baptiste, 
on June 20th, could be made an excuse for 
the assembling of French-Canadians from 
all parts of Canada and even the United 
States. Quebec was decided upon as the 
rallying ground, and to Quebec hied all 
good Freneh-Canadians on the 24th. 


AN OPEN A IR GATHERING. 
“ H on. Mr. Mercier, Prem ier, and all the 
Ministers of the local House were pres» nt 
at a big open-air gathering, as were the 
Papal Zouaves, the Sixty-fifth French Kegi- 
rnent from Montreal and some 800 delegates 
from French-Caaadian societies 
in the 
United States. 
“It was at a great gathering in front of the 
Parliam ent buildings that the great mass 
of people became aware that they had been 
called together for another purpose than 
the celebration of the national fete. 
In the 
evening we held a meeting of the leaders 
of different organizations, and it was there 
that a new league was formed. 


TIM E FOR ACTION AT HAND. 
“Our object at present m ust remain secret, 
but one thiug is sure—we have suffered de­ 
famation and abuse lo D g enough, and now 
the tim e for action is nearly at hand.”

“On that, too, I m ust be silent, but I may 
say that if the French-Canadians in Que­ 
bec cannot rem ain in the union as free and 
independent citizens, so far as our national 
rights and religion are concerned, the 
sooner we withdraw from the 
bondage 
and assert our independence the better.” 
The Protestant crusade continues with 
unabated persistence alt over Canada, and 
as the French-Canadians are now fully de­ 
termined to stand up for their claimed 
rights, it is certain that there are lively 
times ahead for the Dominion. 


DELAGOA BAY.
